Localized irritations caused by 
disease in certain organs, the eyes, 
teeth, stomach, lungs, all spread 
their misery by means of the paths 
of the nerves.

remedy for the initial trouble. 

Any sort of a shock or sudden 
jolt may be followed by severe 
neuralgic pain, and the blow may 
injure some nerve center sufficient- 
ly that the pain will return again 
and again.

In these cases, unless actual dis- 
ease results, the hope of recovery 
lies in complete rest and such res- 
torative remedies as will return the 
system to normal.

Relax for a pe- 
riod of five counts and then re- 
peat the whole series—five or six 
times. 

3. Stand erect, shouders back. 
Throw the head back as far as 
possible, and keeping the chin 
stretched upward and out, bend 
forward from the hips as far as 
possible.
